PREDICTING THE WEATHER. 


Frenchman Says It Can be Done | Florence Spencer—that is her name 


Months Ahead.

termining in advance the general 
character of the seasons, Wide and 
continued observations of the beha- 
vior of the atmospheric movements 
cf ocean currents seem to him to 
establish already certain general 
laws and to furnish the hope that 
we should soon be able to predict 
the weather for months ahead. He 
says; 

“For thirty years I have been 
studying the movements and cen- 
tres of high and low pressure. I 
observe certain interesting and sug- 
For instance, 
in the summer, when the oceanic 
high pressures, whose centre is in 
the neighborhood of the Azores, re- 
main south of England and west of 
Europe, we enjoy normal weather 
and clear skies. If, on the con- 
trary, the high pressures are driv- 
en back toward the south, they 
leave the field clear for atmospheric 
vortices with low pressure, which 


> 
ri- . rT ¢ : 
2 ordinarily remain in the latitude of 


Iceland and west winds with gentle 
rain predominate in Western Eu- 
rope. If high pressures reascend 
north without expanding over Eu- 
rope, we have cold winds, rain and 
hail, and in the winter equally in- 
teresting facts are observed. 

“Now it is the differences of tem- 
perature in marine currents, like 
the Gulf Stream, that influence the 
behavior of atmospheric depression. 
Prof. Hildebrandsson, the Swedish 
savant, has given himself for some 
years to the study of the relations 
of high and low pressure areas and 
marine currents. From one of a 
series of very suggestive curves that 
he has drawn the curious fact is 
made clear that the temperature 
at Nort Cape in summer is the op- 
posite of that of Iceland the next 
springtime. The spring of a north- 
ern port in North America is of the 

} seme character as the weather in 
‘Iceland in the March of the year 
| preceding. Likewise, one is able to 
deduce from the observations in 
Iceland what will be the character 
of the seasons in Newfoundland six 
months.later. 

“The behavior of atmospheric 
pressure at North Cape in spring- 
time is regularly the opposite of 
that of the corresponding season 
reported from Debreezin, in Hun-

gary.

REDOUBTABLE 


NELSON'S FLAGSHIP VICTORY 
IS 144 YEARS OLD. 


She Had Established a Glorious 
Record Long Before Trafal- 
gar Was Fought. 


The Victory was 144 years old last 
month, The redoubtable old snip 
was put afloat at Chatham Dock- 
ard on May 7, 1765, and her age at 
‘rafalgar, therefore, was more than 
forty years, or doubie the effective 
life of a modern warship. | 

The first Victory of which any re- 
cord appears in the annals of the 
British Navy bore the tiag of Admir- 
ai Sir John Hawkins, in the con- 
flict with the Spanish Armada. ‘The 
immediate predecessor of the exist- 
ent ship was a first-rate of the line 
of one hundred guns, During a 
violent tempest on Oct. 8, 1744, she 
was caught in the Kace of Alderney 
and lost. ‘here perished in her 
Admiral Balchen, ‘‘one hundred 
gentlemen’s sons,’’ and her crew 
of close upon a thousand hands. 
This is believed to be the most dis- 
astrous shipwreck in all history. 


A GLUKIVUS RECORD. 


Although popular idea associates 
the present Victory with Nelson’s 
immortal! triumph, she had estab- 
lished a glorious record long prior 
to Trafalgar. She carried the flags 
of Keppel and D’Orviiliers at 
Brest, of Howe at the relief of Gio- 
raltar, of Hood at Toulon, of Hot- 
ham off Hyeres, and of St. Vincent 
in the famous fight of 1797. 

At the date of her launch she was 
the veritable Dreadnought of her 
age, her burthen being 2,164 tons. 
At the present time she only car- 
ries twenty-four light guns for sa- 
luting purposes—nearly a hundred 
fewer than formed her armament 
at ‘lrafalgar. 

MUCH CHANGED. 

The Victory has recently been re- 
stored more closely to the semb- 
lance of her original appearance, 
save that her spars remain much 
more dwarfed than when she sailed 
the seas. She was the first ship 
of war to carry royals and tdpgal- 
Jant studding-sails. Her topsides
